St. Petersburg Feb. 20th:—The 
(zar has restored to favor in his 
gasef at the assassination of the 
Duke Sergius, Grand Duke Paul, 
eho some years ago was degraded 
because in opposition to the 
Emperor he contracted a morgan- 
atic marraige with Olga Pistolkoes. 
in aecordance with the new decree 
Pau! is reinvested with his title 
and full military and social stand- 
ing and will attend the funerat of 
Sergius his brother, whose body 
Jies in the Chodoff monastery 
where a guard keeps vigilant 
watch while priests intone masses 
for the repose of the soul. 

That unrest is stiil prevalent. is 
evidenced by the act that the dis- 
trict official Igdyr was assassinated 
yesterday for political reasons and 
that at Vagar Shapad a mayor was 
shot and killed and an unsuccess- 
fai attempt was made on the pre- 
fect of police. Terrorism still pre- 
wails in this city and Grand Dukes 
have not stirred out of their pal- 
aces since the Sergius tragedy 
(Contrary to the custom the Czarand 
Royal famiiy will not follow 
Sergius’ remains to the grave on 
foot. In fact so great is the fear 
wf violence that the newly honored 
Paul may be th: only representat- 
ave of the royal house of Romanoff 
at the burial.

TO MAKE EDMONTON THE 
CAPITAL. 


Dnited and Vigorous Action of North- 


ern Alberta Towns Should be 


Taken ac Once. 
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Wetaskiwin Post-:—A battle royal 
is at present progressing between the 
cities of Edmonton and Calgary as 
to the respective merits of each place 
for the position of the capita? of the 
new Province, which will in all proba- 
bility be created in the near future. 
Calgnry Says claim to th privilege 
and richt to be named the capital on 


many grounds, but the principal one 
is that the vo'ume of trade and postal 
revenue hnd returns show 3 great 
preponderance of surplus over Ed- 
monton’s similer figures arid  con- 
sequently in favor of Calgary. This 
may b: as it may; but we notice that 
the Calgary press in exploiting this 
matter says little or nothing about 
the Calgary district (we are not 
speaking of the city proper) as a 
centre of population, as opposed to 
Edmonton end its surrounding dis 
trict. In addition to this we would 
point out that whilst the choice of a 
capital may res: in the near present 
or near future the usefulness or pos- 
ition of that capital will depend jn 
a tare measure upon the fature of 
the city and tts fuiure importance 
from a geagraphical point of view 
Looking then at the matter from this 
stnfdpoimt, and and considering 
that in the course of a year or two 
Edmonton will be the proud possessor 
ef three great railroads, we cannot 
help but think that Calgary will then 
assume a secondary position, so far 
as her merits for the capital are 
concerned Even Calgarians them- 
selyes will scarcely fail to admit that 
with three great railways running 
into Edmonton that that city will be 
of vast importance as a centralizing 
amd distributing power in this great 
west country, .and in viewing these 
matters of “ho present jf! is the states 
man who forms his opinion by the 
light of the future. Another item 
which is overlooked by Calgary in 
the disposition of her views ir this 
tussie, is, {hat it is an almost unden- 
fable fact (we make this statement 
advisedly nad we believe it to be true 
that the centre of population in the 
present provincial district of Alberts 
lies nearer to the north end of the 
C. and E.. line then at the Calgary 
end. If then, this is so, in what re- 
lation will Calgary stand to the vital 
question, it is left finally to the new 
Provincial House to decide the matter 
It is extremely probable that the Fed- 
eral Government will confer the capi- 
tla upon Edmonton in a temporary 
sense and we think it rests with the 
people of the northern part of the 
proposed new Province to see that, 
stays there. Edmonton's merits asa 
future centre of transportation ‘are 
indisputable, and we ought to “got 
busy” in the northern country ‘and 
watch the progress of affairs from 
the stsndpoint of Edmonton as a cap- 
ital. We presume every town on the

Homestead Regulations 


Any even numbered section of Do- 
minion Lande in Manitoba or the 
Northwest Territories, excepting 6 
anu Zi, which har not been 2ceme- 
steaded, or reserved to provide wood 
lota for settiers, or for other pur- 
poses, may be homesteaded upon by 
any person who is the sole head of a 
family, or any male over 18 years of 
age to the extent of one quarter sec- 
tion, of 169 acres ,more or less. 
ENTRY.—Entry may be made per- 
the district in whioh the lant to be 
taken is situate, or, if the home- 
stender desires, he may, on applica- 
ticn to the Minister of the Interior, 
Ottawa, the Commiasioner of Immi- 
gration, Winnipeg, or the Iccal ot 
for the district in whioh the land is 
situate, reeeive authority for some 
one to make entry for him. 
cf $10.00 ie charged for a homeetead 


HOMESTEAD DUTIES.—A _ asettler 
who has been granted an entry for 
a homestead is required —— pro- 
visions of the Dominion nds Act 
and the amendments thereto, to per- 
form the conditions nonnected there- 
with, under one of the following 


plans: 

(1) A€ least six nionths’ residence 
apon and oultivation of the land in 
seach year during the term of three 


years, 

(2) If the father (or mother, if the 
fether is deceased) of any person who 
is eligible to make a homestead entry 
under the provisions of this Act, re 
side upon a farm in the vicinity of 
the land entered for by such person 
as a homestead, the requirements of 
this Act as to residence prior to aob- 
taining patent, may be satisfied by 
such person residing with the father 
or mother.
